Murphy Talks of the Eagle and the 
Crow—Eloquent Recital of Story of 
David and Goliath—Elegant Decora- 
tions and Fine Music.

Judge Waldo M. York ot the Super- 
lor Court, graced the platform in 
Blanchard Hall last night, as the pre- 
siding officer of the Francis Murphy 
gospel temperance meeting. 

The platform wes showy in decora- 
tions of chryseiuthemums and bamboo, 
the chrysanthemums being especially 
large and handsome.

“a reasonable time” to secure a clear 
right of way for a canal across the 


modify their views somewhat after 
they have read his forthcoming mes- 
gage to Congress. It seems that the 
portion of the President's message 
which was to.have been devoted to the 
isthmian canal was completed some 
days ago, but that the President has 
been obliged to rewrite it in view of 
recent events at the isthmus. In some 
way which has not been explained, por- 
tions of this first draft have leaked into 
publicity, and .they make rather warm 
reading, so to speak. If the revised 
message treats the subject as vigor- 
ously as it dis treated in the published 
extracts. from the message of first m- 
tention, there will be no cause for com- 
plaint, because of unriecessary delay 
on the President's part in bringing the 
matter to a focus. 

In the’ extracts above referred to, the 
President plainly expresses his disap- 
pointment, not to say disgust, at the 
failure of the Colombian government to 


at the earnest request of that 
government. He declares that the pow- 
ers conferred upon the United States 
by the treaty of 1846 are so large, in 
the matter of our guaranteeing unim- 
pedeq transit ecross the isthmus, 
that it sometimes has been ques- 
tioned whether it is necessary now to 
obtain a treaty for the purpose of bulld- 
ing @ canal. High authorities on in- 
ternational law, continues the Presi- 
dent, “hold that the canal can be dug 
as an incident to exercising the power 
to prevent the obstruction of traffic 
across the isthmus. Nevertheless, in 
accordance with our settled policy of 
behaving with scrupulous fairness and 
generosity toward our weaker sister 
republics of the south, taking no po- 
sition that can even by implication be 
treated as unfriendly, unless literaliy 
forced thereto, we have endeavored to 
provide for the bullding of the canal 
by treaty. Im this treaty we went as 
Yer es it was possible for us to go in 
the direction of making concessions to 
the United Sates of Colombia. No fur- 
ther cencessions can or should be made 
by this government.” 
In this position the American people, 
almost without exception, will agree 
with the President. Although we might 
be justified by international law in 
buliding the canal without a treaty, as 
an incident to the exércise of the 
power acquired under the treaty of 
1846, there is no need to proceed to so 
extreme a measure, and there is no in- 
tention to do 80. It is proposed to ac- 
quire full treaty rights in the premises 
before going ahead with the work of 
construction. This the administration 
8 proceeding to do, in the only way 
dy which # can be done under existing 
circumstances, which is hy negotiation 
with the government having actual 
control of effairs on the isthmus; the 
only government, in fact, which is at 
present exercising the powers of sov- 
ereignty over the territory affected. 
The country will be with the Presi- 
dent on the declaration—in case he re- 
iterates it in his regular message, 
which seems altogether probable—that 
“the canal must be dus; that it is 
demanded by the interests of this na- 
tion and by those of the civilized 
world.” The United States, having 
“solemnly pledged its word that it 
shall be free to the commerce of the 
world, reserving to ourselves merely

used to our military disadvantage,” 
the pledge must be fulfilled. It is quite 
true also, ag the President is reputed 
to have written, that “the events of the 
last few yearsa@varrant us in now say- 
ing, not only that the canal shall not 
be constructed by any foreign govern- 
ment, but that it is not to de con- 
structed by any private company. It 
must, therefore, be dug by the govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

In the following extragts, the Presi- 
dent has made his meaning clear be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt. Referring 
to the territory through which the ca- 
nal will run, he wrote: 

“On the one hand, the United States 
desires to safeguard with scrupulous 
care the interest and the honor of such 
country, or countries. On the other 
hand, in my judgment, it is time to 
declare that the beginni of the canal 
cannot be much longer delayed. This 
nation does not desire to be unrea- 
sonabie or impatient, but it cannot and 
will not permit any body of men per- 
manently to obstruct one of the great 
world highways of traffic, and refusal 
to permit the building of the canal 
amounts to such obstruction. Of 
course, to insist upon unreasonable 
terms is equivalent to a refusal. 

‘Reasonable time in the case of such 
an enterprise as an enterprise 
which has been thought of for 
nearly four centuries, which has been 
planned in detail and worked at for 
half a century, and which, when com- 
pleted, will endure for ages and will 
change the geography of a hemisphere 
and the trade routes of the world, 
must, of course, mean whatever time 
is necessary to convince ourselves that 
the course we are following is wise and 
proper. 

“It seems evident thet, in a matter 
such as this, we should finally de- 
cide which is the best route, and if 
the advantages of this route over any 
other possible route are sufficiently 
marked, we should then give notice 
that we can no longer submit to trifling | 
or insincere dealings on the part of 
those whom the accident of position has 
placed in temporary control of the 
ground through which the route must 
pass; that if they will come to agree- 
ment with us in straightforward fash- 
ion, we shall, in return, act not onl 
with justice, but with generosity, bu 
if they fail to come to such an agree- 
ment with us, we must forthwith take 
the matter into our own hands.” * 

From the foregoing it is evident that 
the President meat te hade the canal 
dug, to have it dug hy the government 
of the United States, and to have work 
begun without much further delay. To 
be sure, the above extracts from his 
message were written before the oo- 
currence of the recent history-making 
events on the Panama isthmus. But 
there is no reason to think that the 
President has changed his mind as to 
the necessity for beginning work on the 
great waterway. His forthcoming mes- 
sage will be modified, of course, 80 as 
to accord with the changed conditions 
on the isthmus, but it will, without a 
doubt, reiterate his position, as above 
outlined, with absolute clearness, and 
wifh all necessary emphasis. 

The President*proposes to build that 
canal, and the people will be with him, 
even if a few c leaders 


should. be “agin” him.

God Asleep. 

“God Asleep.” Such was Dr. Wil- 
lett's topic at the Orchard Avenue Bap- 
tist Church yesterday morning. ‘ine 
text was taken from Psalm vilv, 23,

Probably 
wrote this Psalm in that time of deep 
trouble when the king of Assyria had 
gone up against the cities of Judah 
and taken them; when to pay the trib- 
bute levied, even the silver of the 
Lord's house was taken and the gold 
cut off fhe doors-of the temple—when 
Rabshakeh went with his host and 
terrified Israel with his blasphemies, 
and when Sennacherib had sent the 
infamous letter, which the poor heart- 
broken king took and spread out be- 
fore the Lord saying: ‘Lord, bow down 
Thine ear, and hear; open Thine eyes 
and see, and hear the words of Sen- 
nacherib." It was a time when God's 
people could complain of being cast off 
and put to shame—that God went not 
forth with their armies—that they were 
scattered abroad among the heathen— 
a reproach to their neighbors—a by- 
word among the heathen, sore broaen 
and killed all the day long.

UDD OF COLORADO 
BUYS CALIFORNIA SOIL.

ESTHER MINE. 
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New Equipment for Property—J. T. 
Jones Tells of Recent Trip into Black 
Hills Country—Owners of Homestake 
Refuse Millions for Mine. 


S. W. Mudd of Denver, a well-known 
mining expert, has purchased a large 
interest in the Thompson 4 Boyle 
property known as the Queen Esther 
mine. 

This mine is one of the promising 
producers of the Mojave district, Kern 
county. It was acquired nearly three 
years ago by Thompson & Boyle of 
this city, who have since expended 
over $70,000 in development and equip- 
ment. 

A 100-ton mill and a cyanide plant 
of most approved style have been in- 
stalied and are so situated that it its 
not necessary to lift a ton of ore. The 
mine is a tunnel proposition, having 
several thousand feet of development 
work. The ore body is from ten to six- 
teen feet wide, averaging, it is said, 
close to $8 to the ton. The ore carries 
two-thirds gold to one-third silver, and 
the cost of treatment does not exceed 
$1.50, while the cost of mining is 
about 

Arrangements are being made to 
open the mine on a large scale and ad- 
ditions will be made to the equipment, 
GREAT BLACK HILLS cOU. AI. 

“Black Hills is one of the most in- 
teresting sections I have visited in a 
long time,” said J. T. Jones, Esq, yes- 
terday, referring to his recent trip 
through that immense mineral zone. 
After spending over three months in 
the heart of one of the greatest gold- 
producing sections in the world, Mr. 
Jones formed a better opinion of min- 
ing as an industry conducted along 
business lines. He returned to Los 
Angeles Saturday with fifteen pounds 
additional avoirdupois. 

At Deadwood he visited the famous 
Homestake mine, one of the heaviest 
producers on the continent. Out of a 
population of 8000 at Deadwood, 
are employed at the Homestake prop- 
erty. In all 900 stamps are dropping on 
$600 tons of ore a day. The owners of 
this great property are installi 500 
more stamps, giving the company in all 
1400 stamps. 

Mr. oJnes says it has deen 
mated that there is now ore enough in 
sight to keep the present equipment 
busy on pay rock for the next fifty 
years. The ore body averages nearly 
500 feet in width. The mine has beeu 
worked for the past twenty-three years 
and the principal ore supply has been 
taken from above the 400-foot level. 
The deepest workings are 1100 feet de- 
low the surface 2 Ore is free 
milling and is very orm. The cost 
of mining and milling hag deen re- 
duced to 82 cents a ton. 

Mr. Jones also visited the 
of the Columbus Consolidat h 
adjoins the Homestake and bids fair to 
become as important a producer as its 
famous neighbor. This mine is being 
opened up by a company headed by 
George H. Meyhem of Denver and of 
which Col. M. Thompson is general 
manager. The lowest level in this mine 
is 200 feet below the surface, and at 
that point the ore body is 274 feet 
wide. The ledge is well defined and is 
widening with depth.

Twenty-thousand-dollar Air Castle 
Has Fallen to the Ground, but a More 
Modest Structure Has Taken Its Place. 
Settlement in Prospect. 


That $20,000 air castle that Senator 
Clark and associates were to build for 
G. G. Johnson, has fallen to the 
ground. A modest $2000 or $3000 struc- 
ture has taken its place. 

Mr. Johnson says he never contem- 
plated getting so much of the Clark 
money, anyway. That $20,000 story, he 
says, was a pure figment originating in 
some fertile brain other than his own. 

“I never demanded $20,000 for my 
services in securing the Sixth-street 
railway franchise for J. Ross Clark 
et al. No price was agreed upon for 
my services when I was retained to get 
the franchise, but in a transaction in- 
volving the handling of such a large 
sum I expected, and think I hed a right 
to expect, a pretty nice douceur. 

“My instructions were to buy the 
franchise at any cost not exceeding half 
@ million dollars. You see it was a 
game for large stakes, and as I suc- 
ceeded in saving $390,000 for my prin- 
cipals by purchasing for $110,000 that 
for which they were prepared to pay 
$500,000, why should not I be remun- 
erated accordingly? I would have been 
satisfied with a tender of $3000 which, 
under the circumstances, I do not von- 
sider exorbitant. But it seems my 
principals thought a few hundred 
should compensate me for my pains. I 
am till holding out for a fee of four 
figures, not one of five, as has er- 
roneously reported.” 

Pending the settlement of his claim, 
Johnson still holds on to the franchise, 
for the delivery of which J. Ross 
Clark is suing him in the Superior 
Court. Mr. Johnson and Mr. Clark are

Kaiser Frankfirter Schnicklefrit der 
Grosse Takes Life and Himself Seri- 
ously, Much to the Delight of Six 
Thousand Interested Fans. 


Los Angeles, 5; Portland, 1. 
Six thousand interested fans, a beau- 
tiful game with two of the best pitch- 


ers in the country fighting for the vic- 
tory, and Morley’s Dutch policeman, 
were the features of the ball game yes- 
terday at Chutes Park and everyone 
received all that wes asked for. 
Aside from the twenty hits in the 
contest and the satisfaction of seeing 
the locals win, Kaiser Frankfurter 
_Schnicklefritz der Grosse was the per- 
formance with the operahouse and the 
lot thrown in, for his actions really fur- 
nished more enthusias-n than any of 
the feats on the field. -A step further 
in any given inning would have re- 
ated a riot for himself, but instead of 
throwing his personality away on 1500 
„fans, he wrapped himself in his own 
dignity , stood by two policmen during 
the latter part of the game and was 
thus saved unscathed to prosperity. 
Frankfurter, as he is sometimes 
called, is about the only human being 
attending the dall games who takes 
himself ‘seriously. Fancy pitchers with 
gold or glass arms, star fielders, the 
directors of the local club and even 
the players of the losing teams, laugh 
like other people and often think life 
is a joke, but not the Dutch policeman 
who keeps the “kits oudt of der dimunt 
ven der ball games vas mofin’ on al- 
ready.” It is too serious a thing to be 
a special watchman and Frankfurter 
wan't de cheated oudt of himeelf. 
“Ven he valks oudt mit der groundts 
der kits keep avay oudt,” and yester- 
day he tried himself on about 1500 up- 
to-date fans on the right-hand bieach- 
ers. He didn‘t last long, although he 
called for the police, for a genuine base- 
ball fan goes to a game expecting the 
worst to happen and don't care if it 
does. Frankfurter frequently retrieves 
the foul balls that the batsmen shoot 
into the bleachers, and when he sought 
te do this about the middie of the 
game, he was assailed with loud, coarse 
remarks, a seat- cushion and a haif- 
eaten apple and retired in disorder. He 
first told his troubles to two policenen 
and then to Manager Morley, without 
receiving anything but a laugh, and af- 
ter the game wes over one “sassy” 
fan of the great unknown bunch hit 
him in the neck with a seat cushion 
from a long distance, exhibiting a per- 
feat control that many pitchers would 
give large sums of money to possess.
